My Gear miss nliza; 


AS Andy woulda say, here comes my "Ssemi-bi-annual" letter. So get 
ready ior the epistle,. 


First, 1 want to say, 1 do hope Charlie and you are well,and 
eagerly looking forward towards the Christmas Season. I think of you 
so often and wish you lived next door so I could run in and gab about 
the very interesting letters I have been receiving lately. I know 
you would thrill with me in them. 


On the 20th. of this mofnth, it will have been four years that 
Mama has been with us, and three and a half of them she has been con- 
fined to bed. Yet she looks as well tonight as she did the day she 
was taken ill. Her appevite is marvelous and she has lost no weight. 
She has her bad days, or rather weeks, and then she is back to normal 
for several months, Her mind is as keen and alert as the days when 
you first knew her. it is truly remarkable. 


Mr. Fillmore Norfleet, Woodberry Forest, Va., formerly of Suffolk, 
is preparing data and expects to publish the Hiddick Genealogy some 
of these days. Mrs. Kelly Kendrick gve him my name as being interested. 
We have had much correspondence. Only last week he sent me five typed 
pages on the Brewer family. I amenclosing them, but ask that you 
return them to me when you have finished with them. There is a missing 
link between John Brewer Burgessess 1658, died 1669- intestate; and 
the John Brewer vorn 1727, d.1795. I am wondering if you have any 
information re this$ In the Brewer Family by Boddie there is an entry 
that John brewer was living at "S anely Sendred in Warwick Co. in 
1717 bo you have the names of the children of John rewer, whose 
widow married anthony Holiday, very soon after his death in “apt 

Last week I haa a letter from Miss Lloise vVexter Hunter ,~ om I 
presume you know very well. 1 had written her that my Grandmother was 
a Roberts of Norfolk, and that according to fauaily tradition, the 
Roberts family gave the land on»which the firss Episcopal church was 
erected in Norfolk. She was reading the D.A.C. lineage book and saw 
that my Gransmother was an Allen when she married Granpa. So she 
obtained aphotostatic copy of their marriage bond "just to satisy my 
own curiosity" as she wrote me. Also she sent me copies of marriage 
bonds of other members of the Aoberts family. For the first tine in my 
life I found that wy great-grandmother Koberts was iiargaret Guy, the 
Gaughter of Henry Guy, of Norfolk. Neither did I know that Great- 
grandpa married Hliza Diggs as his second wife. We knew her name was 
Kliza, but never knew her maiden name, . 
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You will remember that I asked you some time ago to undertake 
the tracing of the Roberts family for me...I have two letters with 
notes. At that time you had not looked up the marriage bonds. 

I am wonaering if you can do this for me now. There is no particular 
hurry, out I am anxious to know more about that branch of the family. 
i woula like tohuve a D.A.K. line on that side of the fa.ilyl With 
uhe enclosed notes, you have proof that Henry Guy was the father of 
wiargaret nooerts, so it shoulda give you quite a lead and perhaps not 
too much work for you. i shall be glad to pay you whatever the fee. 


Now i have a story that seems almost fantastic. On March 20th. 
of this year, “ussell brought in the washingtong Post, which carried 
a picture of, and an article concerning Mr. Wallace Jones, a lawyer 
in Washington, who had returned the previous day from England and 
France where he had been to trace his fanily, and had positive proof 
of his descent from Lady Godiva and Lord Lefric, her husband, and 
through them to Alfred The Great, and so on back to Harderick, the 
first known Saxon King 90 B.C. The article stated that getting back 
to Judge John alston of N. C. was his most difficult task. Well, I knew 
we were related as that was my line, through Joseph John, his eldest 
son. 


When I went to Washington in Yetober for the National Borrd meeting, 
I phoned wr. Jones and then met him. He is thecharge of the Solicitor 
Gneral's uffice, agriculture vept. born in ‘'enn, and aescended frou 
the Jones family of Isle of Wight Uo. also. . 4e has devoted twnety 
years to genealogy. He is a bachelor, very gracious and generous. He 
has sent me the complete line back sixty-eight generations, back to 
Harderick, I will have to review ‘my Enrlish History, now that I know 
I am descended from so many of those Kings, Should you be interested 
in seeing it*, I ‘will ‘send it to you. : 


Last Spring 4 had an invitation to become a member of the Order of 
Americans of Amorial Ancestory.I have completed my papers, und am now 
a member, my national number is clzg.. There is no other person from 
W. Vae @ member, and only two from Virginia. I went in on the Alston 
tha. was a baron in the carly t irteenth century. Now I have another 
line on the temple's as it was Sir John Temple's daughter’, Dorothy Lee, 
x that married «.' ,lstom., And through this line oi temples, I go 5 _& 
~» to Lady voaiva. 


Getting back to the Brewer's, Mr. Norfleet is quite sure it 
was Ann(e) Cowper that married John Brewer, If this be true, then I 
would hawe another D.A.R line on William Cowper for he was a member 
of the Assenbly .from Nansemond Co. in 1775.. Do you have any proof of 
this. If you can obtain it I shall be very happy. It is to be 
understood that your usual fee shall prevail. 


Isn't this interesting and endless? Always something more to 
try to ootain. at least it has been-a slife-saver for me these past 
few years, when 1 have been so confined here at home. When 1 get a 
new vit of information, I ainwalking on thin air and my housewor’ gets 
done without any effort.-. It just gives me a lift.
